ping in their belly, ox ach in a finger or toe, will preſently 
(without any warrant from the skilfull PhyGtion) runne 
vnto ſome vnskilfull Barber or country Blond: letter, who 
rather then that the fuer veine of theit᷑ putſe ſhould nor 
be euaquated/ vill not daubt to let them blood, tioughſif 
his ſmall skill can diue ſo deepe ) hee perceiue it will bee 
with ieoperdie of their liues, and, as too oſten chancetli, 
th: breathing forth of their laſt ſpirits.

ternall as externall patis, ſpitting and vomiting of blood, 
in the beginning of the ptiſick the Emrods and too much 
fluxion of the Matrice and Noſe: for by opening a veine 
on the oppoſite part the courſe ofthe humor is diuerted. 
It may likewiſe bee conueniently vſed in plethoricke bo-
